The  Kinross  Case 


Some  such  mechanism  probably  explains  the  radar  returns  re- 
ported in  the  Kinross  case,  %vhich  some  saucer  publications  cite  as 
a proved  instance  in  which  a flying  saucer  attacked  a plane.  On 
the  night  of  November  23.  1953,  an  Air  Force  jet  was  scrambled 
from  Kinross  Air  Fotcc  Base,  Michigan,  to  intercept  an  unidentified 
plane  observed  on  radar.  Tlie  jet  successfully  accomplished  its  mis- 
sion and  identified  tlie  itnnVown  as  a Dakota,  a Canadian  C-47. 
On  its  return  to  the  base,  however,  the  Air  Force  Jet  crashed  into 
Lake  Michigan  and,  as  often  happens  when  a pbne  crashes  into 
d'cep  water  and  the  exact  place  of  the  crash  is  not  known,  no  wreck- 
age was  c\*er  found.  As  the  ground  radar  at  Kinross  liad  tracked 
the  returning  jet,  tlie  scope  had  picked  up  a phantom  cclio.  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  jet;  the  tw'o  blips  hud  seemed  to  merge  just  as 
both  %v'cnt  off  tlie  scope. 

Since  the  crash  was  not  reported  as  a UFO  incident  and  did  not 

■* 

involve  any  question  of  unidentified  fl>'ing  objects,  ATIC  was  not 
askt^d  to  im'cstigalc  tlie  problem.  The  office  of  the  D<‘puty  Inspec- 
tor Ccneral  for  Safet)’  carried  out  a thorough  inquiry  and  concluded 
that  die  crash  had  been  an  aircraft  accident,  probably  caused  by 
tlic  pilot's  suffering  an  attack  of  vertigo.  As  for  tlie  two  blips  shown 
by  radar,  the  night  had  been  a stormy  one  and  atmospheric  con- 
ditions had  been  conducive  to  abnormal  retumi.  The  phantom  echo 
had  almost  certainly  been  a sccondar>'  reflection  produced  by  the 
jet  itself,  and  it  thus  merged  with  the  return  from  the  jet  and 
vanished  with  It  when  tlie  plane  hit  the  water. 

Solely  on  the  ba«is  of  this  radar  phantom,  however,  civilian  saucer 
groups  such  as  NICAP  (see  Chapter  xiii)  have  tried  to  transform 
tile  Kinross  crash  Into  a UFO  mystery  with  Air  Force  investigators 
as  the  villiitns.  According  to  one  spokesman,  the  ghost  blip  repre- 
sented an  alien  s{>acecTaft  that  hapiieiied  to  be  cnitsing  over  Lake 
Michigan  that  night  and  attacked  the  jet  for  one  of  two  reasons: 
1}  The  saucer  might  have  tried  to  avoid  close  contact  with  the  jet 
by  turning  on  a “reversed  G-ficId  beam*'  (see  ChapU^r  jx);  colliding 
with  this  beam  us  with  a stone  wall,  the  Jet  crashed.  2)  The  saucer 
might  have  used  Hie  C*ficld  to-  sco«qr  tlie  plane  out  of  the  air 
and  take  it  aboard*  the  .si>acecraft;  tlie  captured  pilot  might  have 
lieen  needed  to  teac^i  tlie  English  language  to  his  alien  captors

mils  Incident  was  not  reported  to  ATIC  as  a UFO  sighting  and 
therefore  ve  have  no  case  file.  Due  to  the  great  aoount  of 
public  Interest  in  this  incident  ATIC  contacted  the  Flying 
Safety  Division  at  Norton  AFB|  Callfomla  for  Information  per 
tslnlng  to  this  aircraft  accident.  It  vas  determined  from 
Norton  AFB  that  the  P-09  was  scrambled  to  intercept  an  unidsn 
t If  led  aircraft  which  Vas  successfully  accon^llshed . Hie 
aircraft  vas  reported  in  as  a Dakota  (Canadian  C>^7) • From 
the  time  that  the  F-89  started  to  return  to  base  nothing  of 
what  happened  is  definitely  known.  It  Is  presumed  by  the 
officials  at  Norton  AFB  that  the  pilot  probably  suffered  from 
vertigo  and  crashed  Into  the  lake.  The  wreckage  has  never 
been  recovered.  This  case  Is  carried  In  Air  Force  Aircraft 
Accident  Records.
